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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 1 1 and 18 only modify the previous 35 USC § 1 12-1st paragraph problem 
instead of overcoming it. The proposed amendments do not resolve the problem that the specification does not support a bandpass filter 
where the one bandpass filter filters mutliple wavelengths. Previously the claims recited the bandpass filter filtering a "set" of wavelengths, 
now the proposed amendment simply has the bandpass filter filtering each wavelength of the same set of wavelengths, implying some 
kind of sequential filtering of the wavelengths, if anything. However, the specification supports neither a single bandpass filter filtering n 
different wavelengths simultaneously nor a single bandpass filter filtering n different wavelengths sequentially . 
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
